In rejecting the teachers’ request, 
the school board explained that the 6 
per cent increase for a six-month 
period, until school is out for 


Ina prepared statement the board 
outlined that “‘during the current 
1974-75 school vear our expendi- 
tures for continuing our educational 
program will cqual our income. 
Therefore the request plus our 
increments would exceed our 
income and the only way this could 
be funded would be a major cutback 
in employees in order to get the 
additional funds.” 


‘The Board of Education rejects 
this method of obtaining additional 
funds because of the effect it would 
have upon our educational program, 


as well as the morale of our 


hope of later relief to employees by 
declaring: '*The board's representa- 
tive has been further directed to 
structure the proposed budget for 
1975-76 to include salary increases 
as one of the board's priorities.” 


A similar statement accompanied 
the denial of the classified request. 
pointing out that the salary boost for 
the six months would cost taxpavers 
an additional $85,680. The board 
explained similarly that the cost 
could be borne only by emplovee 
cutbacks.

Mrs. Jean Pappas. 
president of the Placentia Unified 
School District. who is running for 
reelection March wil be solidly 
campaigning for the necessity of $20 
million in bonds for future PUSD 
school construction.

The present PUSD Board ot 
Trustees and staff are recommen- 
ding the $20 million in bonds to 
provide for an estimated need of four 
elementary schools, one junior high 
school and the first phase of a senior 
high. 

The way the bonds work. Mrs. 
Pappas explains, the district: must 
be bonded to 10 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, 

“We goout and sell a bond to that 
figure and if the school costs more 
than that. then the state picks up the 
difference.” 

From the last bond issuc that 


night adopted an expense fund 
policy which offered some restraints 
on the present “‘open-end"* system. 

The vote was unanimous although 
Councilman and former mayor 
Robert Langer. who has in many 


voters in PUSD approved, state 
funding provided the difference 
between the $16 million spent from 
local taxes to the $21 million the 
schools cost...a savings of $5 million 
here. 

Bond money cannot be spent in a 
haphazard fashion. ““When we say 
the yvoungsters are here.” Mrs. 
Pappas explains, “the state doesn't 
just take our word for nt. The number 
of house slabs is counted. Then 
when the houses go up. utility 
applications are checked to know 
how many families have moved in.” 

“Also.” Mrs. Pappas continued, 
“ifthe bond money is not needed, it 
is not spent. It just stays there." 

Not passing the bonds can be 
more expensive than approving 
them, Mrs. Pappas outlines. “If 
they don't pass. then we have a 
pyramiding effect. Ifwe must build a 
school we have to get a loan from the 
bank. which has to be paid off in a 
short period of time. Paving for that 
will increase taxes because we must 
continue to pay this 80 cents per 
hundred to pay off the loans we 
already have.” 

“We would have a double 
tax..and it would raise property 
taxes.” A vote for the bonds would 
just continue our current rate of 
reimbursement over more years.

Setting. for the first time, an 
accounting system on how city 
council members will report their 
duty-related expenses, the unani- 
mous vote included: 

A monthly report on expenses 
(generally followed but previously 
up to individual councilmen). 

A summary of  councilmen’s 
expenses with a detailed breakdown 
monthly with year-to-date (pre- 
viously issued only upon request.) 

Mileage will remain at 12 cents a 
mile but an explanation per trip will 
be required (previously no explana- 
tion given, Only a lump sum). 

Storage, parking and tolls will be 
allowed with receipts for single 
expense over $2, but not under $2 
(previously allowed with no limit). 

Meals and entertainment with 
receipts required only above $25 but 
with an explanation concerning the 
meals. (Past policy allows meals and 
entertainment with no limit and no 
accounting). 

Dependent care (Babysitting), 
allowed with explanation (past 
policy was vague but babysitting 
charges have been allowed). A $2 
rate was mentioned. 

Periodicals: Subscriptions, except 
for local newspapers, to be 
channeled through the city. (Past 
policy stated as vague; but expense 
has been allowed). 

Cleaning, laundry, others, not on 
a trip, will be allowed but must be 
receipted. (Past policy has been to 
allow without receipting). 

Credit cards. prominent in the 
present controversy: To be allowed 
for business use only. (Past policy 
stated as ‘allowed’). 

A format for conference expenses 
was quickly approved with all 
councilmen voting aye on: 

Requests approved by the mayor 
prior to a cash advance. 

Expense voucher within ten days 
after a return.

‘If lwere any other citizen of Brea 
I would not want a thief on my City 
Council,"" Don Symmes Brea City 
Councilman told a press conference 
Thursday, called at the Brea office of 
his new attorney, Robert P. Lawton. 

Symmes, who is also a teacher at 
Troy High School in Fullerton, has 
been charged with shoplifting from 
the J.C. Penney store in Fullerton, 
where he was stopped in the parking 
lot with a woman's coat over his arm. 

Symmes told several members of 
the area press that ‘*I was doing my 
Christmas shopping. I had an 
engagement that evening (Decem- 
ber 23). I put the coat over my arm 
and stopped to iook at some 
women's purses." 

The Brea Councilman said that he 
did not buy a purse but instead left 
the store, where he was appre- 
hended. 

Symmes said also that he had 
been told both by the administration 
at Troy.High School and the Brea 
City Attorney that he need not 
resign his positions even if he is 
found guilty by the court. 

He said, however, that he would 
resign both if the courts convict him. 

Changing attorneys because the 
first one ‘‘did not have sufficient 
experience to handle the case’’, 
Symmes said ‘‘] have nothing to 
hide. I did not steal or attempt to 
steal. | am not a thief." 

The Troy teacher said at the time 
of his arrest that he had a four figure 
bank account and more than $300 in 
his wallet. 

“| might be an absent-minded 
professor, but I'm not a thief," 
Symmes concluded. 

Trial is set for February 10 in 
municipal court.

They were afraid some 
frog man would attach a 
bomb to the bottom of our 
ship. so they would set the 
depth charges off. so that 
couldn't happen.” 


"We would drive down a 
road in) Alexandria and 
there would be a sign: ‘This 
road is mined.’ We hoped 
the sign was wrong. 

“Egypt is ‘the filthiest 
place in the whole world. 
It's worse than India. It 
smells. They are desper- 
ately in need for any kind of 
tourist trade and grateful 
for money. They need so 
much help. 

“The streets are filthy. 
They won't allow you to take 
pictures of anything but the 
pyramids. You can't take 
pictures of a railroad 
Station, a river or anything. 
You just don't realize 


“Twas not struck by the 
pyramids. They are in- 
teresting, but they are not 
huge. They look so great 
and big in books...but not 
when you see them. 

“Egypt was the poorest 


country we saw. Everv- 
where we looked we saw 
poverty.” 

‘It Egypt there were 


worms in the food. Worms 
in crackers. in dates. We ate 
camel in Egypt...it was 
rubbery. They gave us food 
with soil on it. 


“We're so tar ahead of 
them. There you can't go 
out and buy good. clean 
food. In Alexandria. kids 
went to the bathroom in the 
sreet. It was depressing in 
Egypt...but think what we 
learned.”* 

The students, in Rome. 
had an audience with the 
Pope...very impressive to 
Kimberly. who is not

Crime In Unincorporated 


Areas Up, Says Gates 


Brad Gates, Sheriff- 
Coroner of Orange County, 
today released information 
regarding the crime trend 
for the unincorporated area 
of the County during 1974, 
including areas near Yorba 
Linda. Total crimes commit- 
ted, as compared to 1973, 
increased 3.95% 

During this time period, 
the total population served 
by the Sheriff-Coroner 
Department has decreased 
13%. 

Serious crimes, however, 
increased 18.4% over 1973. 
There were 8,633 violations 
in this category comprised 
of 7 homicides (a decrease 
of 30.0%), SO rapes 
(a decrease of 25.4%), 129 
robberies (an increase of 


18.3%), 316 aggravated 
assaults (an increase of 
30.0%), 3,730 burglaries 


(an increase of 12.8%), 
3,884 larcenies (an increase 
of 24.4%), 515 auto thefts 
(an increase of 19.2%), and 
2 manslaughters (an_in- 
crease of 100.0%). The 

The most frequent crimes 


committed, as shown by the 
annual statistics, were in 
the areas of burglary, 
larceny, narcotics and 
violations against family or 
child. 

Uther data released 
indicated there were 33,172 
actual crimes handled by 
the Department. Sheriff's 
Deputies made 3,645 felony 
and 13,128 misdemeanor 
arrests, in addition to 4,996 
juvenile arrests. The Coun- 
ty jail facility booked a total 
of 51,040 prisoners. During 
the year the average daily 
head count at the Main Jail 
was 865, while the average 
daily head count at the Theo 
Lacy Facility (Branch Jail) 
was 212 with a total of 6.751 
prisoners being assigned 


there throughout the year.)

Coroner Department ab- 
sorbed the. James A. 
Musick Facility (Industrial 
Farm) making it a branch of 
the Jail Division.

The California Associa- 
tion of Four Wheel Drive 
Clubs held its Southern

here and for two local 


people who only want to 
conduct their business in 
the Town Center.
